The committee now will report tc 
the full judiciary committee, which 
must pass on the proposition before 
it reaches the senate. 
The new alcoholic content repre­

3.S per cent fly volume 
a.s 
compared with the house figure 
4 per cent by volume. 
The committee attempted 
to

constitutional 
objections 
avoiding a definition of what con­ 
stitutes 
an 
intoxicating 
beverage, 
but 
limiting th.e 
penalties 
of 
the 
Volstead 
act 
to 
those 
beverages 
above 3.05 per cent alcoholic con­ 
tent. 
Senator 
Walsh, 
Montana 
Demo­ 
crat, 
explained 
the

adopted this percentage because it 
l^d been arrived at after a scien­ 
tific study by a commission appoint­ 
ed by the British parliament as non­ 
intoxicating. 
The language of the change in 
the new proposal, to limit penalties 
to beverages above 3.05 per cent, 
follows:

DUTY TO SOCIETY 
From Hannibal Coiirier-Post. 


In th e early h istory of th is country— in 
fact, up to with in tw'o generations— par­ 
ents a p p e ared to feel a real responsibility 
for th e discipline and conduct of th eir 
ch ildren. 
Many modern parents seem to 
h old to th e belief th a t th e sch ools and 
society sh ould take from th em th e obli­ 
gation of ch ild training. 
^lany ch ildren lack at h ome th e dis­ 
cipline and training th a t is necessary for 
th e building of stable ch aracter, and if 
th ey are not ta ug h t h elpful precepts for 
th eir early years by th e sch ools and th e 
ch urch es, th ey are left to acquire th e us­ 
ually h arm ful knowdedge th a t is picked 
upon th e streets. 
Today th e responsibility for th e train­ 
ing of th e youth seems to h ave been plac­ 
ed upon society, th ereby making it pos­ 
sible for many parents to escape th e ob­ 
ligations th a t are th eirs by righ t and to a 
large extent are considered so by lawx Or­ 
ganized society h as made it possible for 
m any parents to evade th eir duties m 
raising th eir ch ildren. 
Th e weakest government is usually th e 
one wh ich h as assumed a pateranalistic 
attitude tow^ards its people. 
Looking to 
th e government and th e smaller unities 
of society for h elp h as ah vays h ad th e ef­ 
fect of breaking dowm th e morale of th e 
individual, for many persons are not wil­ 
ling to acquire by th eir owm effort w'h at 
th ey can secure for noth ing.

If the sales lax comes, gov ernment ex­ 
trav agance and expansion Yv ill hav e again 
ad d e d to the cost of the things we buy— 
and when it huiis all the people, they may 
then dem and a lower cost of gov ernment. 
Before considering a sales tax, how ­ 
ev er, or any other new and increased ta x­ 
ation, public officials would do well to re- 
memher tha t in seeking office at recent 
state and national elections, they, one and 
all, stressed the need for economy in pub­ 
lic affairs, reduced taxation and, in a 
number of instances, promised a 25 per 
cent cut in the cost of gov ernment.

smuggling of foreign made pocket guns. 
There are thousands of these foreign pis­ 
tols and rev olv ers now' in tlie country, 
most of them using standard American 
ammunition. 
The problem is serious and cannot 1)0 
solv ed by mere theory. 
T hat it must be 
solv ed remains one of the important facts 
for the future to face.

Taxation, either direct or in the form 
of lev ies on industrial results as in Russia, 
is ev idently no less a burden under a 
Communistic than a Capitalistic state.

Within five minutes after he had 
taken the oath, J udge Park began 
reading his inaugural address, which 
was addressed to a joint session of 
the general assembly , seated below' 
on the first floor of the capitoI ro­ 
tunda. 
Edward H. Winter, retiring lieu- 
teuat governor, introduced the re- 
tiriug governor, Henry S- Caulfield 
of St. Louis, as one of the ‘greatest 
governors Missouri over had,” and 
Mr. Caulfield, a private citizen for 
the first time in 
four y ears, pre­ 
sented the new governor. 
“ He is now our governor,” 
Mr. 
Caulfield said, “ entitled to the gen­ 
erous sy mpathy and support of all, 
regardless of party .“ 
W hile the governor’s salute was 
being fired, the Independence, Mo., 
drum and bugle corps stood at at­ 
tention outside the caiptol.

With one-third de­ 
ducted from the balance of $20,149 - 
650 for the school fund, there is 
left 
for 
appropriation 
$13,433,100 
plus the $9 34,000 and, with a bal­ 
ance of $301, 743.26 in the revenue 
fund as of Jan. 1. The net estimated 
revenue for the two y ears is $14,- 
68 8 ,8 43.26- 
The rem ainder of the monies fig ­ 
ured in the budg et come from many 
sources, including fees, special tax ­ 
es, such as the soldier bonus and 
blind pension, licenses and g asoline 
tax es.

19 31-32. 
During 
19 29 -30 
state revenue amounted to $30,037,-

Boards, bureaus and departm ents 
which are operated throug h funds

today among Democratic members 
of the leg islature. 
Officially , there was no comment 
on redistricting 
from

cratic leaders. 
The real work of 
mapping 
the

thirteen 
districts will not start until after 
committees

the house and senate. 
The “strong ly 
Republican” 
dis­ 
trict on the map being circulated is 
in southwest Missouri. 
A footnote to the map say s that 
districts 8 , 9 and 10, in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county , are “probably 
Republican,

been held by a Democrat for four 
y ears.” 
Redistricting is ex pected to fur­ 
nish one of the g reatest fig hts of 
the present session. 
There is considerable sentiment 
for the bill passed by the last leg is­ 
lature and vetoed by Gov.

are proving "utterly destructive of 
the interests of debtor and credi­ 
tor alike.”

Recent events, the President said
